Gen. Stakelberg's Army Corps Report-

N«W York, Sept. 5.— The only di- 
rect news from tbe seat of war bear- 
ing Sunday'! date came by way of 
To^ Is a report from Field Marshal 
OyMM, saying that Liao Tang fell 
4Mppletely into the hands of the Jnpn- 
nese at 9 o'clock that morninR; that 
the Japanese cnsiinllips were ht'Iiovp(l 
to be heavy, and that nothing waa 
Imown by the Japanese concemtng af* 
fairs on tbe right bank of tbe Tallse 
rlref. 

Tho only roinforf for the Rupsiana 
at home was tho ik-ws, ronvoyi'd in a 
report from Gen. Kumpntkin, datod 
Saturday afternoon, that Gen. Staliel- 
berg's First Siberian army corps of 
26,000 men. reported Saturday as hav- 
ing been cut off to the westward of 
I..lao YanK. had Itpoii safely extricated, 
and that the corps has s\icceeded in 
Joining the main Riisslan body on the 
right bank of the river, but no details 
of the escape of Stakelberg are 
known. Gen. Knropatkin also report- 
ed that the greater portion of his army 
was, at the time of filing the report, 
south of Yentai (ten miles northeast 
of Liao Tang) and a few miles from 
the Tantal mines, where fierce fight- 
Ing had been In progress. 

It Is indicated that there has heon 
a cessation of the fierce fii:hfiii?: Kn- 
ropatkin reports that his nun Mr. 
not being much Interefered with by 
the Japanese in the nelgbborhood of 
bis army. 

In St. Petersburg the absence of 
newB is looked upon as heiKhteniuK 
the Rravlty of the situation for tbe 
Russians. 

It was reported in St. Petersburg 
Bnndaj night that Knropatkin had ar- 
rired at Tiehling, which is ten miles 
north of Yentai, and 18 miles south 
of Mukden. 

l^»ndnn, Sept. 5. — The The Foo cor- 
respondent of the lially Chronicle, in a 
dispatch dated September 3. says that 
14 regiments will leave Tokio during 
the week to replace the men lost out- 
side Port Arthur alone. The losses 
at this point are estimated at 2."i.iioO. 

The details of the tragic struggle 
between Oyama's and Kuropatkin's 
forces do not deter British critics from 
repeating the vital question, "Has Ku- 
ropntkiti made Kood his retreat?" 
With all the oflii inl news hefoie them, 
the experts here seem half imllned to 
believe that tbe Russian commander 
has achieved what was thought to be 
tbe impossible, namely, headed off an 
envelopment. ' 

That tho .Tapanece, with superior 
numbers and the choice of time for 
aggression, would inflict severe losses, 
was taken for granted. The occupation 
of Liao Tang with enormous Russian 
casualties, and the evacuation of fer- 
tlfled positions, are regarded here ns 
merdy incident. Tlioiigh it is recoij- 
nizfd that the week's battle which 
they fotiKlif must take its plflce as one 
of the bloodiest in ancient or modern 
history, yet if Kuropa(kin reaches 
Mukden with a potential remnant of 
his army, Oyama's effort will, in Eng-. 
llsh eyes, be regarded more or less 
as a fruitless sacriTice.

ATTEMPT TO POISON FAMILY. 

The Girl Then Drank Concentrated 
Lye With Suicidal Intent.

Lexington, Ky., Sept. 5. — Bertha 
Harding, 18, an Inmate of a reform 
school, drank coiieeni rated lye with 
suicidal intent Saturday morning, 
after what appears to have been an 
attempt to poison an entire family. 
The girl had been bound out to J. B. 
Rouse, a farmer, and wanted to live 
with another family, btit her request 
had been refused. Dough was found 
containing concentrated lye. The 
family consists of seven persons. The 
dough had not been cooked, and no 
one was injured. The girl then threat- 
ened to drink lye If an attempt was 
made to take her back to the reform 
school. She lifted the can to her lips 
and took a draught, but spit it out on 
account of tbe pain. A physician was 
summoned. Her injuries may result 
in paralysis. She was returned to the 
reform school Sunday. The authorities 
tried to keep the matter a secret.

They had been attending 
the 'World's Fair, and the faculty of 
the university had been notified that 
they had left St. Louis fur ihis city. 

He Broke Jail. 
Lexington, Ky.. Sept 6.— Tom Cala- 
mese. colored, arrested for malicious 
cutting, succeeded in brtakiag Jail. He 
was incarcerated in a strong steel 
cell, surrounded entirely by heavy 
stone. One door led through tho po- 
lice station, and one through the de- 
tectives' office. He picked an intricate 
lock and got away through the latter 
door.

FOURTEEN KILLED. 



The Dead Include Four Women, 
One Man and Nine 
Small Cliildren. 



NEW YORK TENEMENT HOUSE FIRE. 



Nearly a Score of People Wei e Injured, 
Some Fatally, Among the Num- 
ber Being Five Firemen. 



The Tenants Were Not Aroused From 
Sleep Until the Hall Was Ablszs, 
and Escape Through the BulM* 
ing Cut Off. 



New York, Sept 6. — Fourteen per- 
sons were killed and nearly a score in- 
jured in a fire in a five-story double 
tenement in Attorney street, at an 

early hour Sunday mornlngg. It was 
one of the worst fires in the loss of 
human lives that has occurred on the 
East Side in several years, although 
the property loss was slight 

The dead included four women, one 
man and nine children, ranging in age 
from three months to 12 years. 

Many of the injured were taken to 
hospitals, and it is tliought that sev- 
eral of these will die. Among the in- 
jured were five firemen, who were on 
a fourth floor balcony whan It tell 
with them. 

The small number of men among the 
killed and Injured was due to the fact 
that most of the men who lived in the 
building, following the Attorney street 
custom in hot weather, were asleep on 
the roof, while but few of the women 
and children were there. Those on thi^ 
roof were imable to escape by descend- 
ing through the burning building, and 
made thair way to safety over neigh- 
boring roofs. Meanwhile the members 
of their families, who bad remained in 
their rooms, found escape cut off, and 
panic reigned throughout the structure. 

The fire started about 3 o'clock In 
the morning, and there was consider- 
able delay in sending in an alarm, al- 
though the district Is one of the most 
thickly jiop\ilated in the crowded East 
Side of New York. When the firemen 
reached the scene some of the tenants 
were jumping from the windows and 
from the ends of fire escapes that 
reached only to tbe second fioor; 
others were crouching In the smoke In 
the stnall rooms and narrow halls. 

'I'he fire is supposed to have been 
caused by the explosion of a lamp 
that had been left to light the hall on 
the second fioor, and the sleeping ten- 
snts were not aroused until tbe hall- 
way was abln/e and escape through the 
building cut off. 

The flre was soon extinguished, and 
the search tor the dead began. Most 
of the dead were found on tbe two 
upper floors. While the search of tb'e 
building was going on. four firemen 
were at work on a fourth floor balcony, 
when it gave way. Another fireman on 
the balcony on the floor below was 
also carried down, and was probably 
fatally injured. The other four were 
badly hurt, but will recover. Two of 
them fell upon a pile of bedding In the 
court yard, and th« ii- ii: juries were 
caused, chiefly by th>- iron work of tbe 
bafcony falling upon them. 

TWO tOLDIBRB KILLED. 



They Were En Route to the Manassas 
Manauvswiag arottndai 

Charlotte, N. C Sept. f..— Two sol- 
diers en route to Manassas were killed 
in this state Saturday night and Sun- 
day. Prank Lassiter, a member of 
Company L, Americua, Ga., bound for 
Manassas, met death at (Jrecnsboro, 
N. C, Sunday afternoon. Lassiter was 
standing on the platform of a coach 
when the train parted, throwing him 
on the track, and he was run over by 
the car following. 

' A special from Fayetteville, N. C, 
says seven train loads of troops from 
South Carolina, Georgia and Florida 
passed through there S.iturday night 
en route to Manassas. Early Sunday 
morning tbe dead body of an unknown 
private was found seven miles north 
of Fayetteville, his skull being frac- 
tured. 

Fine Stable Destroyed. 
Oyster Bay, 1^. 1., Sept. 5.— Fire de- 
stroyed the stables of Colgate Hoyt, 
on Canter Island. The stables were 
said to be among tbe finest in 'the 
country, and contained several val- 
uable automobiles, together with many 
borsea an d carriagaa. 

Run Over by a Train. 

Battle Creek, Mich., Sept. B.— Mrs. 
Alvin Russell was struck and instant- 
ly killed and her husband probably fa- 
tally injured by a fast west-heund 

Grand Trunk train Sunday night at 
Fenton, a small station nine miles 
west of thi s city. 

Lewlsburg, Tenn. Sept. f). — .Tohn 
Glazier white was whipped by white- 
caps several days ago and' is dead of 
hip injuries. 



THE STRIKE CALLED OPP. 



New York Packing PIsnts Will Run 
On an Open Shop Basis. 



New York, Sept. 7). — Dl8ciissim» fh(> 
calling off of the beef strike here, a 
representative of the United Dressed 
Beef Ca said Sunday that it would 
take a little time to provide places for 
all of the strikers to whom they could i 
give positions. There would have to 
be a weeding out of all but tbe com- 
petent men. 

"In calling off the strike." be said, 
"the men go tack to work on the open 
shop basis. That Is understood, and 
no walking delegates wiU be allowed 
to enter the plaats." 

Chicago, Sept. 5 — The return to 
work of the $.600 strikers in New York 
City will have no material effect upon 
the general situation in the stockyards 
strike, according to President Donnel- 
ly, of the butchers' union. In an ad- 
dress Sunday afternoon before an au- 
dience composed of S.OOO strikers and 
their friends, Mr. Donnelly declared 
that destiite tbe desertion of tbe New 
York members of the union, he would 
make no change in his plans to tie up 
the meat Industry of the ooontry this 
week. 

THE CHURCH TROUBLE. 



Father Bekavac Hewed Hia Way Into 
a Barrieated Edifice. 



Pittsburg. Sept. 6. — After hewing his 
vay Into the cburch with an ax. Rev. 
Father Bekavac, of St Nicholas Croa- 
tian Roman Catholic cburch, Alle- 
gheny, held early mass Sunday, while 
a large number of his former congre- 
gation awaited hiiu outside and made 
frantic efforts to assault him at the 
conclusion of the ceremony. He was 
saved from violence only by tbe pro- 
tection of 60 policemen. When Father 
Bekavac reached tbe church he found 
all the doors locked and nailed fast. 
Returning to his residence, he secureil 
an>ax and applied it to one of the 
doorb, while the police aided him to 
force it down under the weight of tbeir 
bodies. Excitement by this time had 
reached a high pitch in the mob of 
probable 500 men and women, who 
had gathered to prevent services l)e- 
ing held. About 50 of Father Beka- 
vac's adherents attended the mass.

Cleveland, O,, Sept. 5. — Five men 
were drowned in Lake Brie Saturday 
night as the result of the capsising of 

a 22-foot naptha launch, in which they 

were en route from ('leveland to Ver- 
million, to attt-nd a yaehi race ai the 
latter place Sunday. 

The dead: John D. Begley, Cleve. 
land; Albert S. Triher, Cleveland; Paul 
Hartner, Cleveland. The three men 
were employes of the Cuyahoga Ab- 
stract Co. M:ix Hniliir, a tra\ellng 
salesman for a New York City firm; 
Jules Hurtig, draughtsman, employed 
by tbe Qarry Iron ft Steel Co., Clev» 
land. Tbe Hnrttgs were brothers. 

Tho first that was known of the 
drownings was when the launch floated 
to the beach, near Kdg(! Wau r Hark, 
late Saturday night. Cries for help 
had been heard by campers along the 
shora. but ao assistance could be given 
In tbe darkness. The launch is believed 
to have been caught in a trough of the 
lake, a heavy wind prevailiiii; during 
the night. When the boat was f.miul 
it was stitpped of every thing that 
couM be used as a buoy for tbe oeeti- 
pants, and there was hope that soma 
of the party might have remained 
atloai. tnit Sunday's d< vi'lopmeiits in- 
dicate tliat all went down to death. The 
body of Hartner was found on the 
beach Sunday afternoon.

SUDDEN FIT OF INSANITY. 

Attempted to Kill Hisb.-nd. S'lot Po- 
liceman and Defied Arrest. 



A Special Policeman Killed and His 
Brother Fatally Injured. 

Chicago, Sept. 5. — In a batih' with 
five hunters, whom they inisiook for 
thieves, in the yards of the Chicago 
& Alton railroad at Corwith, 111., late 
Sunday, Joseph Burns, a special po- 
liceman, wsa shot and killed, and his 
brother, Peter Bums, was fatally in- 
jured. Tbe Burns brothers. It is said, 
ordered the hunters, who were walk- 
ing along the tracks, to go away from 
the property .of the railroad, and when 
the latter failed to comply promptly 
with the request, the two watchmen 
opened flre with their revolvers. The 
tire. was returned by tbe hunters, who 
carried shotguns, and the two olBears 
were hit by the first volley.

— Four switches o'l 
the Chicago Junction tracks, in the vi , 
cinity of the atockyards, were torn 
out Sunday, night, singals, track and 
all, by some unknown persons In an 
effort to wreck trains carrying meat 
from the packing plants. The aliseiK< 
ot the swltchlights was discovered in , 
time, however, to prevent an accident, j 
and a guard of policemen was placed 
along the tracks to prevent any fur 
ther attempt at train wrecKinir. 

Earlier In the day a meat train wa^ 
held up in tho same spot, and one cat 
was derailed and its contents confis- 
cated by a mob of several hundred 
men, who flocked to tbe place as soon 
as the accident occurred. 



Boston, S^pt 5.— In a sudden fit of 
inwinlty Snnifav Mrn.

TOE PLAN 

Of tlie Barley Tobarr'o flrowfrn' Aii<iecia- 
tiea For liatnlliiis This Year's 
Crop Yietsry Near.

Success tiualiy crowns tbe untiring ef- 
forts of the men who have battled ao 
earnestly for tbe riarhts of the hurley to- 
bacco growers. Wednesday the capitalists 
with whom Messrs. Hawkins and Mc- 
Ohord have been in commnnication ar- 
rived here and announced, after a 
thorouifb investigation, that they would 
furnish the capital, through the BarUy 
Tobacco Growers Company, neceasarv to 
buy and hoM tiie crop of this and nfxt 
year if necessary, until a fair and living 
price can be obtained tw aamo. 

The°*> genth mt^ii at ODCO Called a meet- 
ing of tbe Executive Committee of tbe 
company and representative growers. 
At this meeting President Hawkins pre- 
eidfd, the eituatioo was thorougly dis- 
cussed and tbe plan of tbe organization 
uDti'ialifiedly endorsed as being the only 
salvation for the grower. Hon. C. C. 
McChord addressed the meeting at some 
length, explaining every detail and an- 
swering all questions. 

At this meeting the stock bonks of the 
company were opened, and in a few min- 
ntee over $100,000 had been aubeoribed. 
It wae very plain that tlie capital stock 
would be oversubscribed, and a resolu- 
tion was adopted that all subscriptions 
be divided pro rata. It will be the en- 
deavor of the company to place this 
stock direct with the growers, and every 
producer owes it to himself to take all 
the shares he can. None will be offered 
capitalists or speculators. This stock is 
ol par value of $10, and may be sub- 
leribad for now, and paid for out of the 
proceeds of the sale of the crop. 

The plan, briefly, is this: The Hurley 
Tobacco Growers' Company is to raise 
$">Ofl,000 by subscriptions to their capital 
stock of that amount. When this is 
done the syndicate of bankers referred 
to have agreed to put up $9,500,000, mak- 
ing a total of $10,000,000. With this cap- 
ital the company will be enabled to han- 
dle the entire crop. The price of 10 
cents for an average crop has been es- 
tablished which is '2 cents or more than 
has been netted the grower the past five 
years. This tobacco will then be held in 
the company's warehouses until an e<|uit- 
able price can be obtained. In addition 
to the 10 cents paid tbe grower, which is 
paid on delivery of the crop, be will re- 
ceive one-half of any advance at which 
hia hia crop la aold. 

If a grower prefers to keep hia tobacco, 
and get same in summer order, a tiaal 
advance of 16 per cent, will bo paid ia 
addition to the 10 cents paid.
